The sherill in onecd' these pre- 
cincts, r. A. Carlisle, \\ iio was a 
a tloelxd man, went to Madison- 
ville the day the returns were 
canvnssod and tidd County Coiii- 
missioner Hob Hradley that tlu 
election in his precinct was 
perfectly fair and right ami 
that there was no sround to 
question it Tbnnh erlff in tho 
other nrncinakMHpuii Bradley, 
a brother of uMMRlioner Brad-
